Some Things We Can Do for the Children. 


T^ (Jim one has said that he has more respect for the child than • 
m* 
he has for the man, because a future President of the United 


M 
States may stand before him in the person of the youngster. 


**.._ _ 
This way of putting it is only bringing home to us a little more 


vividly than usual the potentialities in the child. We are apt to over- 
look these, especially if children are about us every day. 


But it is these potentialities of the child that are so important. And' 


H Is the recognition of the importance of them that is today bringing 
about the many movements in behalf of children. Thousands of chil- 
dren are growing up Topsy fashion, and their wonderful possibilities 
are going to waste or being misdirected. Some of this happens in well- 
managed homes "where the physical well-being of the child is looked 
to, but little thought otherwise is given to him. He is left to scramble 
up mentally and morally as he can. 
But the most ol this haphazard 


development among children occurs, of course, among the children of 
the slums. Here, by the thousands, they are left to grow, like Topsy. 


But the consequence of children's developing in this fashion la, 


not felt by themselves alone. Their dwarfed or illy-directed lives will 
some day come In contact with or influence directly or indirectly the life 
of the carefully brought np child. So that the mother who carefully shel- 
ters her child and gives him all the thong'at and care possible is yet not 
doing her whole duty by him, while this outside menace to his future 
\velfare does not receive some of her attention. 


Many things can be done for these children, and many movement* 


are on foot to help them. In New York recently was held an exhibit 
that had to do with the welfare of children. 
The whole cfty went to 


fichool to study the child, and the results were both startling and in- 
spiring. As a result, a greater impetus has been given to this work tor 
conservation and development of children, if one may so call it. Kvery 
.•woman should lend a hand to help further It in the cause of humanity, 
aid, more selfishly, for the good of the children within her own home 
or family circle.' 


Playgrounds are needed for city children. 
Many schools need to1 


be better ventilated and better lighted. Open-air schools for tubercu- 
losis children should be in every city. 
Special teaching for backward 


children is another necessity. 
School lunches should be provided for 


the underfed. 
There are dozens of things that can be done to build these 


tittle folks into stronger, vigorous men and women with minds and 
hands trained to joyously earn their living. 


And if these things are not done, these children may become con- 


sumptive^, and your carefully reared child catch it. They may become 
criminals, and your own son and daughter be a victim. They may be 
paupers, and your children be compelled to contribute to their support. 


Helping them from a love of humanity is the finer motive. 
But 


If this has no force, then help them because such work is but a part of 
caring for the best welfare of one's own child. For today, social con- 
ditions are such that what helps one, helps all; and what injures one, 
Injures all. The epidemic that breaks out in the slums, may ravage the 
homes of the most aristocratic quarter. 


• But one should really give what aid and influence and time one 
ca* to these various movements for children's welfare, that the poten- 
tialities in each of these little ones may be realized, and they become 
the happy, useful members of society it is in them to be, if their powers 
are only rightly developed. In this, is the greatness and joy of the work.

Mr. Handley was preceded to

In oats last yeai 
was a record breaker for great yield 
but I think every 
indication is tha 


this year will be a record breaker foi 
small yield. The meadows are looking 
badly and wheat can not possibly raaki 
a good yield. 


The set of apples is better in North 


ern Ohio than in Central and Southeri 
Ohio, but there will not be a bumpe 
crop here. Remarkable that we shoul' 
have such a profusion of bloom and 
then with such magnificent weauier 
that this bloom should wither and no 
form apples. 
Many of us are 
mud 


disappointed and are reminded not "to 
count our chickens before 
they 
arp 


hatched." 


We occasionally see a "patch" o 


alfalfa, and what a plant it is to stand 
drouth. 
If any one wants to see "th 


grass" growing luxuriantly let their 
visit the Licking 
County 
Child'-'-n's, 


Home farm east of town. 


The drouth and hot weather 
ha« 


brought out the clover 
bloom 
and 


many fields will be ready to cut this- 
week, but the yield will be very ligh 
however. Our city consumer need no 
worry, for every indication is that th< 
$4.00 per ton will be off Canadian haj 
and they are having rain across the 
border.

had been practically given up, a re-1 


port was secured from the Committee 
on Conference having charge of the 
public utilities commission bMl and a 
few tioui-ii later both Houses adopt- 
ed the finding, thus giving the state 
the law. The blocking came when tht 
gas, water and electric light com- 
panies demanded that they be given 
the benefit «f the certificate of pub- 
lic necessity, which applies only 
to 


telephone companies. 
With it was a 


referendum to the people in the event 
that the commission refused to grant 
a certificate. 
This, Senator Freder- 


ick Bader of Cincinnati would not a<- 
cept because of the referendum fea- 
ture. 


Senator Jolm N. Stockwell, finding 


that he could not get a full measure 
of home rule according to his views, 
determined nwt to sign the 
report. 


This would have been fatal, as 
the 


law requires a majority of each set 
of managers. 
There also was a sus- 


picion afloat that the members 
of 


the controlling group in the Senate 
intended to defeat the report because 
they were dissatisfied with Lieuten- 
ant Governor Nichols' action in nam- 
ing the conferees. 


It also 
was said 
that 
a 
defeat 


would assist in the prolongation 'of 
the session. 
The House 
conferees 


took alarm at this rumor and refus- 
ed to sign. Later it was decided not 
to accept the proposition of the wa- 
ter, gas and electric light people, but 
to stand by the original report, lim- 
iting the certificate to telephone com- 
panies 
only. 
Stockwell then 
an- 


nounced that he would sign the re- 
port, but would vote against the bill 
to save his face. 


Upon its being submitted to 
the 


Senate, Todd of Franklin said that 
the measure was as good as could be 
had under the circumstances. Sena- 
tor Johnson of Cincinnati; took the 
opposite view and declared that 
the 


bill was in no sense what it was rep- 
resented to be. The vote was a close 
one, 19 to 6, or one more than 
the 


constitutional majority. 


In the House of Representatives, 


Cyrus B. Winters offered the report 
and gave way to Representative Law- 
rence K. Langdon of Warren, 
who 


went into an extensive discussion of 
the measure, which, he said, was the 
best in the United States. He sub- 
mitted to questioning on the part of 
the members who 
wanted 
certain 


passages cleaned away. 


On the roll call 82 members voted 


for the report and five, all 
Cleve- 


landers, 
against 
it. 
They 
were: 


Brennan, Crosser, Friebolin, Sawicki 
and Brewer. 


It may be said that it was due to 


the energy of the telephone interests 
that the bill was finally saved. 
An 


hour before the vote was taken in 
the Senate they were 
almost con- 


vinced that it 
would 
be defeated 


through absenteeism. 
They desired 


to get the authority to merge - the 
properties which they already 
own . 


This compelled the dissolution of the 
usual community of interests found 
between public service companies.
